| THE SOUTH TOWN REPUBLICAN CONVEN- 
| TION.

The South Towa Republican convention 
met yesterday afternoon, and, after a rather 
breezy session of four hours, adjourned with- 
out making any nominations, The delegates 
will meet again Monday afternoon, and, hav- 
ing Sunday to think over the situation, their 


| deliberations will be governed by greater 


wisdom, and the result will probably. be 
more satisfactory to the party and the pub- 
lic. 

During one part of yesterday’s session just 
one-half the delegates withdrew from the 
convention, and a threat was made w bolt, 
ostensibly because one of those who with- 
drew was not permitted to ect as proxy for 
an elected delegate who had conferred au- 
thority on him by telegraph, and that, too, in 
the face of the fact that tne objecting fac- 
tion hed filled two seats by proxies. This 


| action exhibited so irritating a spirit of un- 


fairness that the aggrieved faction withdrew 
for consultation. 

The real reason for withdrawal, however, 
is the strong feeling of opposition to the re- 
nomination of Mr.B.R. De Young as Assessor. 
He has already held the office four terms, and, 
of course, has made many enemies. His more 
recent administration of tne affairs of the 
town have not given general or unqualified 
satisfaction. it is claimed by the Dem- 
oeratic newspapers and by Mr. De 
Young’s opponents in the Repub- 
lican party that during tis incumbency of the 
Assessorship the affairs of the South Town 
have been extravagantly and loosely man- 
aged; that the pay-roll is unusually and un- 
warrantably large, running up to close on 
$70,000 annualiy; and that as a consequence 
of this extravagance the South Town is now 
in debt to the extent of $45,000, though there 
ought.to be a surplus in its treasury. Whether 
these statements are absolutely true or may 
be somewhat exaggerated cannot now be def- 
initely ascertained. The Democrats repeat 
them daily, and there appears to be no de- 
cisive contradiction of them by Maj. De 
Young and his supporters. 

The campaign.this spring will be short and 
sharp. There will not be time to go iuto 
elavorate explanations. The voters are get- 
ting full of suspicions. They hear that 
the Assessor’s and Collector’s offices are 
costing a great deal more to run 
than formerly, and these officers have 
made no official exhibit disproving the re- 
ports and rumors. The names of a good many 
fellows alleged to be carried on the pay-rolis 
without performing any necessary services 
are mentioned—perhaps erroneously; but 
where there is so much smoke there is apt to 
be some fire. 

The Republicans, moreover, cannot afford 
to make adefensive campaign ia the South 
Town. They are usually on the aggressive, 
while the Democrats are on the defensivo. 
It is not wise in Republican leaders so to act 
that the situation may be reversed, as it may 
portend defeat. 

For these and other reasons one-half the 
delegates in yesterday’s convention s0 
strongly opposed Maj. De Young that some 
of them threatened to boit if his nomination 
was forced on the convention, and thus 
secured an adjournment without any nomina- 
tion. it is self-evident, then, that a very 
serious opposition existsin the party toa 
fifth electuon of the present Assessor. 

It is hoped that before noon tomorrow a 
majority of the delegates will arrive at the 
conclusion that it Will be wiser policy this time 
to take some new manfor Assessor. Fort- 
unately ex-Ald. Wetherell, one of the very 
best men that ever served Chicagoin the 
City Council, consents to accept the nomina- 
tion if it is tendered to him. Mr. Wetherell 1s 
a business-man of the highest standing. He is 
clearneaded and honest beyond suspicion. 
He would have both the ability and courage 
to reform abuses and to reduce expenses in 
the town offices, and would not be deterred 
either by the threats or the cajolery of any- 
body. His reputation stands so high in the 
city that he would command the votes of the 
taxpayers irrespective of party. His nomi- 
nation for Assessor in tomorrow's conven- 
tion would be equivajent to an election. It 
would bea happy compromise of the conten- 
tion. Another excellent gentleman named 
in connection with the place is Marcus A. 
Farwell, but he hardly unites in himself the 
elements of strength and popularity which 
would made Mr. Wetherell’s election an as- 
sured fact from the time of his nomination. 

Maj. De Young’s associates in the South 
Town offices, especially the Coliector, now 
share with him in the blame for the alleged 
extravagance in the management of town af- 

fairs, and there seems to be a strong demand 
forachange. Thecry is that a change is 
necessary. It will be more prudent to yield 
to this demand for both offices than to defy 
it and lose both at the polls. The Democrats 
are harmonious and united. They are intent 
oa the capture of the South Town offices this 
spring. The Republicans can prevent this 
by making nominations that will unite their 


ranks. 
SILENCE THE STREET CRIES. 

A number of those who wrote to Tur 
Trisvxz last Sunday to say what they would 
do if Mayor stated thatone of the reforms 
which they would make would be the aboli- 
tion of the practice of selling papers by hue 
and cry on Sunday. Tar Txisunz, comment- 
ing on this, said that the idea was an excel- 
lent one, but thatit should be widened to 
cover the week-days as well as Sunday, and 
the shrill-voiced venders of other articles be- 
sides newspapers, suchas the innumerable

days newspapers are yelled from sunrise till | 
sunset, or even 8 or 90’clock, and the peddier 
goes shouting up and down the residence 
streets seeking whom he may take in. 

The doctors do not say that the human ear 
is any more sensitive on the first than on the 
second or third day of the week. It is true 
that the shouting Sunday morning may dis- 
turb many who like to snooze, but then they 
have the church bells to lull them back to 
slumber. On a week-day there is shrieking, 
shouting, and yelling allday long. Theretore 
let this be stopped along with the minor Sun- 
day annoyances. | 

Nobody will be harmed by it. There will 
be just as many papers sold, and the peddiers 
will do enough business. The man who 
wants to buy a paper will use his eyes more 
and his ears less, bat he will pot fail to get 
one. The papers of London and Paris print 
large editions and the boys who handle them 
find no difficulty in disposing of them, though 
they do not utter ear-piercing yells. The 
same will be the case here. There has been 
too long a lazy tolerance of a practice which 
can be justified only by custom. Let tne 
Chief of Police stop it. 


THE RETIRACY OF BISMARCK. 

In the retiracy of Prince Bismarck from 
the control of public affairs in Germany 
there pusses out of our immediate sight un- 
questionably the ablest and most conspicuous 
figure in Europe since the days of the first 
Napoleon. For more than thirty vears he has 
controlied the destinies of the German Em- 
pire, for during the long reign of William I. 
Bismarck was virtually thé Emperor. He 
molded the opinions of the Government and 
gave them forcible expression. No other 
Premier in modern times has been in power 
so long, accomplished so much, or exerted 
such a wonderful influence. He has been 
called the man of blood and iron, but his dis- 
play of force was constantly directed to the 
accomplishment of a given purpose and 
when he gained his point he laid aside the 
iron helmet and became a man of 
peace. It ‘was more than Beacons- 
field’s “peace with honor.” It was the 
peace of Germany and the peace of Europe— 
the peace ofa united Germany which she 
was prepared to defend against ail Europe by 
her own internal strength and her outside 
alliances. Solongas he was at the helm 


} there was a guarantee of European tranquil- 


lity. He was the strongest ally even of his 
enemies in preserving peace. 

From the very beginning of his service as 
Minister of Foreign Affairs for Prussia he 
directed all his energies to the great object 
of his life. He began at the close of the war 
with Denmark his preparations to make 
Prussia the head of Germany. He made his 
alliance with Italy to crush Austria at Sa- 
dowa, and thus removed one obstacle that 
lay in the path of united Germany. The work 
of unifying the German provinces rapidly 
progressed, and by the close of 1566 
the. King of Prussia was at the Read of a 
powerful German confederation of twenty- 
two States. During the Austrian campaign 
he had taken the full measure of Louis Na- 
poleon, and when the latter in 1870 rashly 
declared war over the Spanish succession af- 
fair the Emperor had all Germany at his 
back and defeated the vainglorious French- 
man in a series of victories unequaled for 
their rapidity and brilliancy. Bismarck re- 
turned from Versailles master of Europe ana 
head of the united German Empire. 

From that day to this Bismarck has been 
aman of peace. He removed two of Ger- 
many’s most powerful enemies—Aus- 
tria and France. He held Germany 
secure against France and Russia com- 
bined by the triple alliance with Austria 
and Italy, an alliance in which unquestion- 
ably England has always been a silent part- 
ner. He hus banished all fear of attack by 
maintaining the most powerful army in Eu- 
rope. His diplomacy will go down in history 
as the diplomacy not alone of intellectual 
skili but extraordinary military sagacity and 
daring, aided, however, by a royal family of 
soldiers and the greatest strategist of mod- 
ern times. Noman Germany has produced 
can boast & more brilliant foreign policy, or 
has led the Germans to more solid victories. 
The great Chancellor whom Europe could 
not defeat has been defeated by the Germans 
themseives, however. The old things passed 
away when the yotes in the ballot boxes at 
the last election were counted. His pene- 
trating eye clearly enough saw that the con- 
ditions which had supported his policy bad 
passed away, that he could no longer con- 
tend with modernism, and he prudently de- 
clined to wage a struggle against the large 
majority of the German people. 


WHAT CHICAGO CAN LEARN FROM GLAS- 
GoW. 

There are some of the achievements of 
Chicago which justify the boasting of its 
citizens, but there are other things happen- 
ing here which do not. In the. last 
number of the Century is an article dn the 

ity of Glasgow which furnishes food for 
thought for all reflecting persons. While 
the city on the Clyde has not grown as rapid- 
ly as the city on the lake, its advance has 
beep unusual for a European town. In 1800 
it had 75,000 people; in 1871 it had 475,000; in 
1881 it had 674,000, and it now bas, with its 
immediate suburbs, about 775,000, which 
makes itmearly the same as Chicago prior to 
the recent annexations. It has the advan- 
tage ot greater territorial compactness than 
this city, but the fact that the density of the 
population in some districts was a thousand 
to the acre forced on it sanitary problems 
which are ungnown here. 

The following are some of the points in 
which Glasgow seems to be ahead of Chicago: 


In 1869 it took the manufacture and supply. 


of gas into its own hands, the original outlay 
being overtwoand a haif million dollars. 
New works have been constructed and mains 
laid, so that the total indebtedness rose at 
one time to five and a third millions. But, 
although the price of gas has been reduced 
from $1.14 to 66 cents per 1,000 feet, the net 
debtis now but $2,400,000, which is less than 
half the value of the plant. The consump- 
tion of gas has increased 140 per 
cent, while that of the population 
has increased 8 per cent. Gas be- 
ing so cheap, the city lights not merely the 
streets but also all courts and passages and 
common stairs in the great tenement houses. 

The city built ali its street-car lines and 
then leased them, the company paying the 
anoual interest charge on money invested, 
setting apart for a sinking fund enough to 
cover the cost of the iines at the date of the 
expiration of the lease, in 1894, ana also a re- 


newai fund of 4 per cent on the cost of the 


lines to keep them in repair, and finally pay- 
ing a mileage rental of $750 a street mile. 
When the present lease expires a new one 
will doubtiess be made providing for a heav- 
ier rental, for the leasing company has made 
money. As the rate of fare is by the mile, 
passengers pay less for a short and mere for 
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porate as mauure to the gardeners and 
farmers in the suburbs. This city pays for 
street cleaning and scavenger work about 
$550,000, the private expenditure for sprink- 
ling and cleaning being af unknown 
quantity, but is very large. The 
filthy condition of the streets and alleys 
is a constant topic of complaint. A 
person ¢an go nowhere but that rotting, 
festering refuse offends his eyes and nose. 
If there were as much enterprise shown in 
keeping clean here as in Glasgow how 
pleased ail decent citizens would be. It 
would be well for the authorities to study the 
system of the Scotch city if they intend to 
clean up for the World’s Fair and to keep the 
city clean at least while it is open. 

The cheap lodging-houses of Chicago are 
nasty and unheaithy, breeders of disease and 
of crime. Glasgow has built seven cheap 
lodging-houses, six for men and one for wom- 
en, whi>h during one year entertained 680,000 
people, or an average of 2,.000aday. The 
charge per night for accommodations in these 


cleanly, comfortable, well-ventilated build- . 


ings is seven or nine cents, and the lodger is 
given the use of a long kitchen range for 
cooking his provisions if be cares to do so. 
These houses pay from 4to 5 percent on the 
investment to the municipality.  . 

Chicago administrations have been talking 
for years of establishmg public baths; but 
have done nothing. Glasgow has expended 
$600,000 for that purpose since 1878, and gives 
any man a swimming bath for four cents a 
swim. Glasgow has: also provided wash- 
houses for the use of those families which 
have no facilities for doing their laundry. 
work at home, For four cents an hour the 
washerwoman is provided with hot and cold 
water and the use of a clothes-drier. As 
the city draws its water from a high 
source it has a high-water pressure service, 
and the yearly saving in the fire department 
more than meéts the interest on the cost of 
the water-works. Chicago sees the neces- 
sity for such a service and sees how it can be 
had, but has not the enterprise to establish 
it. A majority of Chicago Aldermen think 
of little except poodle; that is the:trouble. 
Glasgow has also an epidemic and infectious 
diseases hospital, with accommodations for a 
thousand patients, which, with the thirty 
acres of beautiful grounds surrounding 
it, cost half a million dollars. It also 
has a crematory where all household articles 
that are to be burnt in case of infectious dis- 
ease are brought. It has no fuel-gas plant, 
but it sells gas at 66 cents a thousand, and 
sells and rents gas cooking-stoves, having 
about $60,000 invested in them. The lowest 
price for which one can get gas in this city 
for culinary purposes is a dollar a thousand. 

How is it that Glasgow has been able to se- 
cure these things, while Chicago, a greater 
and supposed to be a more enterprising city, 
has not? It is because Glasgow has had the 
good sense to do something which Chi- 
cago has not—it elects honest and efficient 
members of its City Council, and never lets 
a boodier or a blackmailer slip in, and does 
not elect professional Aldermen on the make. 
In a Chicago Council the honest minority is 
so busy in fighting—generally in vain—the 
thievish schemes of the corrupt majority 
that it has no time, even if it had the power, 
to push through measures designed for the 
public good. 

Have Chicagoans nothing to learn from 
Ginegow! 


“FROM PHILIP DRUNK TO PHILIP SOBER.” 

After the House of Congress had voted 
that this city should have the World’s Fair 
by 50 majority over New York the papers of 
that city, with a very few exceptions, instead 
of accepting the situation good-naturedly, 
opened all their batteries of abuse and vili- 
fication on this city. The World nad the un- 
enviable distinction of being the worst 
among them. Day after day it shouted that 
the Fair must begin in April of 1892, in order 
that Chicago might not have safficient time 
to get ready in. It said that the General 
Government must not appropriate a cent to 
aid it; that Chicago must furnish ali the 
money; and that it should be required to put 
up ten or fifteen million dollars. It said that 
this city could not do it, and that the Fair 
would be a wretched failure and a disgrace 
to the country. It expressed ite delight that 
such was to be the! case, and said it would 
serve Chicago right for daring to grasp at 
something which was the property of the 
Eastern city, and more to the same effect. 

After emitting this torrent of malevolent 
billings@ate for weeks, the World has sud- 
denly flopped. It was unable to do it grace- 
fully, but it has done it thoroughly. It has 
eaten the leek, though it plainly does not 
relish it. That paper, which was saying up 
to two days ago that the Fair must be held in 
1892 and that Chicago must padd'e its own 
canoe with no recognition or help by the Gen- 
eral Government, now, while still claiming 
that the Exposition should have been held in 
New York, says: 


We have gone sofar in this matter that to 
abandon the project of a Columbus celebration 
orto hold an Exposition unworthy of our great 
Republic would be to disgrace us in the eyes of 
the whole world. 

This Fairis the country’s Fair, wherever it 
shall be beid, and no efforts should be spared to 
make it as successful as possible and as worthy 
of the American name. Congress has decided to 
locate it in Chicago. That was a serious mistake, 
but Congress should not now omit to recognize 
= change of conditions which this decision in- 
volves. 

Chicago cannot make proper preparation for a 
World's Fair in 1892, Tris a pity notto hold the 
Fair in that year, but it is better to tpone it 
than to spoil it by hurry. This is a National en- 
terprise and it mustnot be permitted to fail 
short of the noblest possible success. 

Postponement, now that it has become neceés- 
sary, need not involve absurdity if care is taken 
to mark the year 1892 by some ceremony which 
shall connect itself with the Fair and make the 
two in & sense one continuous event. There 
might be provision made for the erection in New 
York of & Worthy Columbus monument, to the 
unveiling of which in 1802 the Spanish and Span- 
ish-American Governments might be invited to 
send their fleets and representatives. This or 
some other suitabie ceremony might be made the 
formal beginning of an international celebration 
of wnich the Fair in Chicago durmg the next 
year should be the crowning event. 

Congress should arrange to give time for Fair 
preparation, while begin the celebration in 
some appropriate way in 1892. It should also 
provide liberally for an extraordinary Govern- 
ment exhibit under the wisest possible direc- 
tion. This is as little as we can do, and some- 
thing must be done for the sake of the bonor of 
the country. 

Let us hope that New York will do her part in 
& way to stimulate the friendly rivalry of all 
other cities. and that Chicago will be made to 
feel that in this Laren National uadertaking this 
city is her best ally—not her enemy. 


Seif-interest crops out here. New York 
must have @ monument if it cannot have the 
Fair. But the tone of the editorial—the 
recognition of tne fact that the Exposition is 
National and must be made a success—is in 
marked contrast with what the World has 
been saying since the House balloted three 
weeks ago. Its conversion may be due to the 
fact that it-has heard from its subscribers 
expressions of disgust with the narrow, dog- 
in-the-mangerish policy it has been pursuing. 
Public sentiment in New York must have re- 
volted at this display of malignity, and the 
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granted that it means to live uptoit. It} 
hopes that the other New York papers will 
faliinto line and treat Chicago with that 
common decency which is its due, but which 
has thus far been denied it. This city be- 
heved, while the contest for the site was still 


being waged, that if it won New York would. 
accept the situation and do what it could to 


make a great National event a svocess. The 
hopes of Chicago were sadly disappointed, 
but 1t now trusts they will come true after 
all, and that the position it has taken from 
the start that a National Fair should receive 
assistance from the Nawon as a whole and 
from every portion of the Nation, will be 
everywhere admitted to be correct, 


MONEY TO GET MORE DILUTION PUMPS. 
The Finance Committee has submitted the 

following resolution to the Council, with the 

recommendation that it be adopted: 


That the Mayor and the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works be and are hereby authorized to in- 
Crease the existing pumping facilities at Bridge- 
port as far as practicable, and to supplement the 
same by a provision for future pumping facilities 
at Some suitable point. The combined capacity 
of the tw rt gree oom stations should not be less 
than 14, cubic feet per minute for every 
100,000 of tne pepulation of Chicago, the sewage 
of which now is or may become tributary to 
Chicago River and its branches, 


This shows that the committee appreciates 
the need of @ greater dilution of the sewage 
pumped into the canal, but it would have 
shown greater appreciation had it, while re- 
vising the é@stimates, cut down some of the 
more extravagant items in the manner indi- 
cated by Taz Tripunnz, and thus secured the 
money with which to buy more pumps. A 
resolution without an appropriation is as dead 
as faith without works. 

There is hope, however, that the Aldermen 
will rise to the level of the situation, and 
provide the ways and means for increasing 
the sadly deficient sewage dilution. The 
reasons why it should be done have been 
often explained by this paper. It is needed 
to secure peace abroad and safety at home, 
to put an 6nd to the justifiable complaints of 
the people in the valiey and to prevent the 
breaking out in this city of an epidemic of 
typhoid-fever and winter cholera. If 
the Council fails to attend to this 
matter in the pending- appropria- 
tion - bill it will be impossible. to do 
anything before next year. Itis too great a 
risk torun. A spring and summer of wup- 
dilnted sewage may lead the residents in the 
valley of the Illinois to the conclusion that 
Chicago is deliberately triflme with them, 
and that it does not mean to obey the orders 
of the State. If they make up their minds 
that such is the case, the probabilities are 
that they willask for an injunction to pre- 
vent the pumping of undiluted sewage into 
the canal, and that the court, listening to 
evidence showing the gross laches of the 
authorities of this city, wili grantit If it 
aoes it will be equivalent to an order that all 
the sewage be turned into the lake whence 
the people get their drinking water. A 
brief outflow of the impvrities of the river 
into the lake has caused much sickness. 
A long-continued outflow would mean a 
pestilence, 

If the Aldermen will study the estimates 
with care, they will find places where they 
can make cuts without crippling the effi- 
ciency of departments. Tur Trisunz has 
indicated many. They will at least be able 
to gather together enough to cover the cost 
of efficient pumps, warranted not to get out 
of order, with a capacity of 60,000 cubic feet 
aminute. Assuming that the present pumps 
are retained, and estimating their duty at 
30,000 or 35,000 cubic feet, this will give a 
total of 80,000. Itis possible that this diiu- 
tion will be sufficient, especially when the 
animal matter from the Stock-Yards is kept 
out of the river. It may be that it will keep 
the South Brasch as clean as it was for four 
years after the deepening of the canal was 
completed. The dilution then was about 
85,000 cubic feet a minute, and the proposed 
increase will keep fair pace with that im the 
populauon whose sewage goes into the river. 

In no other way can the Council do ¢s much 
good by the appropriation of a small sum of 
money as it can in this. It will relieve the 
city from the danger of disease, and it will 
make those ite friends who are now its active 
or passive enemies. The attention of the 
Aldermen haying been thus specifically 
called to the necessity for this increased ai- 
lution, there is reason to believe that they 
will not neglect their plain duty, but will 
furnish the Mayor with the money with 
which to buy more pumps. If they are indif- 
ferent and let the present opportunity go by 
they will assume a terribie responsibility. 


WANTED, AN ORCHESTRA. 

At the close of his annual series of con- 
certs afew evenings since Mr. Carl Woilf- 
sohn addressed his audience and made a 
spirited appeal to them to inaugurate a move- 
ment towards the erection of a statue to 
Beethoven, to be placed in one of our public 
parks, and also for the establishment of a 
permanent orchéstra, under a competent 
leader, in this city, for the performance of 
that composer's works and of such other 
music as fails within the province of a firat- 
class orshestra. Mr, Wolfsohn’s appeal was 
not only artistic and sentimental, but thor- 
oughly practical, as will be observed by his 
closing remark: “One hundred thousand 
dollars will be needed for this purpose and I 
beg to head tne list with a subscripwon for 
$1,000,” 

Mr. Wolfsohn’s figures are above the mark, 
perhaps, of what is really necessary, but the 
spirit and enthusiasm of his offer are none 
the less to be commended. The statue would 
be a handsome addition to those which Chi- 
cago has already secured, but it can wait un- 
til an orchestra is obtained, and it will not 
need so largeasum as Mr. Wolfsohn sug- 
gests for that purpose. The orchestra is the 
all-important thing. It is shameful’ that 
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too, although we have the most elegant hall 
and the best vocal organization in the coun- - 


try. It is time for reform in this matter. 
What are our wealthy men doing that they 


do not move in the matter at once, not alone 
with respect to 1802, but for the future inter- 
‘ests of art in Chicago? One man in Bos- 


ton supports ite fine orchestra, while 
in New York and other 
mére handful of wealthy people easily sup- 
port theirs. A half-dozen men in Chicago, 
whom any one can name, could guarantee a 


first-class conductor and orchestra until it 


was self-supporting, and if a music teacher, 


who is by no means « millionaire, is generous 
enough to promise $1,000 as his contribution, 
will fifty, seventy-five, or even @ hundred 


men, to whom $1,000 would be a bagatelle, 
stand idly by and do nothing? Mr. Wolfsohn 
has struck the right note and Ubicdgo will 
never make solid musical progress until it 
acts upon his suggestion. Of course it would 
be nice to have both statue and orchestra, 
but the orchestra 18 the main essential. Is 
Mr. Wolfsohn to be left alone with bis sub- 
scription? Where are the ninety and nine? 


A DESPERATE SITUATION. 

Society in the City of Brooklyn has been 
plunged into a desperate how-do-you-do over 
the forthcoming performance of “ Parsifal.” 
Unfortunatety, the work is so long that it 
must commence at 6 p. m. and cannot end 
before 10:30. Between these two hours, how- 
ever, a rigia law of society goes into force, @ 
law as fixed as that of the Medes and Persians, 
and the conundrum which confronts the 
Brooklynites is how to go to “ Parsifal” and 
yet conform to the fashionable conventions. 
When the opera begins, afternoon dress is 
de rigueur. No man or women would dare to 
appear in full dress at that time, but by the 
time the second act begins it is time for eveu- 
ing dress, and no man or woman would dare 
to appear without it. Such is the situation 


+ that is now racking the brains of Brooklyn 


society. 

As yet no compromise has been contrived 
that meets this desperave situation. A light- 
ning-change artist would easily solve it, but 
society cannot make a change of toilets at 
lightning speed, attractive as the metamor- 
phosis might be. It is reported that the men 
have solved the problem by securing dress- 
ing-rooms in adjoining club-houses, whither 
they can rush after the first act, shed their 
afternoon clothes, and reappear in all the 
splendor of swaliow-tails, white chokers, and 
expansive shirt-fronts; but the women have 
no such opportunity, and even if they had 


_ could not effect the change of toilet much be- 


fore the close of the last act. Unfortunately, ' 
there is no suéh thing as a half-and-half cos-' 
tume, and the ruies of society are too strict 
for every one to do as he or ehé chooses. Mr. 
Ward McAllister has been consulted, but 
even that ingenious and autocratic arbiter is 
unable to find any way out of the predica- 
ment. 

It might seem, however, as if the problem 
might be solved without much difficulty. The 
audience might appear in some long, loose 
flowing robes, in domino style, such, for in- 
stance, as Faust wears in the prologue scene, 
and by pulling a deftly arranged string at a. 
preconcerted signal when the proper time 
comes, the lights meanwhile beme turned 
down, suddenly appear in full evening cos- 
tume as the hghts are turned on again. Or, 
why not extend the performance over two 
eyénings, which would enable the man- 
agement to begin at the usual time and 
society to come on each occasion in 
the prescribed costume? still. better, as 
“Parsifal”? is throughout a sacred enter- 
tainment, dealing with the Holy Grail, 
conversions, cathedral services, the sacra- 
ments, and the triumph of religion over pa- 
ganism, why not rezard it as purely a 
ious service? Fashion has not yet dictated 
swallow-tails and décolleté corsages for the 
church, and by advertising “‘Parsifal” as a 
religious entertainment sober daylight dress 
would be allowable. In any event the confu- 
sion which has been occasioned should sug- 
gest t© Ward McAllister that there is a 
screw loose in his society regulations and 
that he ought to employ his ingenuity in 
tightening it up.

A Government That Loaned Money to 
People in Debt. 


St. Louis Globe-Democrat: The Government 
of the Argentine Republic encourages bor- 
rowing, by example and by practical as- 
sistance. It increased its own debt in eight 
years from $82,000,000 to $220.000,000. In 1886 
it established a great national mortgage 
bank to make loans to private land-owners, 
or, in the words of the President, “to mul- 
tiply the elements of credit for the benefit of 
the peopie.” This bank is managed by a 
board of airectors appointed by tne Presi- 
dent, and it bas branches in different parts 
of the country. Similar banks are also 
authorized for the provinces, with

CHARLES T. YERKES BUYS SOAP. 


irst Commercial Step Taken by the North 
Chicago Street Railroad President. 

Charles T. Yerkes was not a poor boy. His 
parents had a home forhim. They sent him 
toschool, He didn’t graduate. There is a 
hiatus between his iast school days and his 
first commercial transaction. The historical 
boundary of his life does not take in that 
hiatus. He tmself says nothing when ques- 
tioned aboutit. Did he play truant and was 
he expelled? There is no answer. 

One Saturday afternoon “ Chariey” Yerkes 
was strolling along a wharf in Philadelphia. 
He had no occasion to hustle, hence the word 
“stroll.” He saw an auction sign—a red 
flag. A few Philadelphia commission mer- 
chants were lounging about the place. 

“How much am i offered for this box of 
soap?” asked the auctioneer. 

The boy, 18 years oid, looked at the brand. 
It was the same brana of soap as that used 
at his home. He knew what the folks at 
home had been accustomed to pay for it at 
retail. The boy made a bid. 

The auctioneer looked at him and smiled. 
He cried the bid once and said: “Sold to— 
what's your name bub?” 

“ Charley Yerkes.”’ 

“Sold to Charley Yerkes for ——.” 

Then dnocber box was put up and the boy 
bid that in. This was continued until the 
boy had fifty boxes of soap. He had a de- 
posit of $5 in the old Philadelphia Savings 
Fund, which had beer there for some months. 
He showed the auctioneer his certificate of 
deposit, and said he would come back ‘soon 
and take the soap and pay for it.

From the Bottom Kound to the Apex of 
Fortune’s Pinnacie. 

An eye that never siceps, a grip that holds 
like a turtle’s, and the war made John R.

Of all the millionaires of Chicago his life 
is the most instructive to the young man who 
is struggling to arrive on the boundary of 
the land of fortune. 

He was a poor boy, single-handed in his 
first contact with the world. He was always 
ready for the struggle. It is perhaps true 
that there were times when he doubted his 
ability to continue the contest. If such an 
hour came the adversary was never any 
wiser for it.

In 1860—that is within your lifetime, young 
man—John R. Waish and John McNally were 
bookdealers anid newsmen at the corner of 
an alley on the east side of Dearborn street, 
between Randolph and Washington streets. 
Not tong after this time the Government erect- 
ed its Post-Office and Custom-House on the 
corner where the First National Bank Build- 
ing stands at this writing. At the southwest 
corner of Madison and Dearborn streets was 
an old frame sbed. it looked as if it might 
have been put up to protect lambs from a 
storm of winter. Into this shed moved the 
firm of Walsh & McNaily. The firm soon 
dissolved, John R. Walsh continuing tne 
business. People who are, fond of gossip 
say that McNaliy was fond of sleeping late 
in the morning, while his partner was al- 
ways ahead of the worm for which the early 
bird is said to have an appetite. On this ac- 
count the firm dissolved. — 

Ono the day of the dissolution John R. 
Walsh counted his available cash and the 
sum total was $68.50. There were some early

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Reference has adindae been made to the vitality 
of the present architectural movement in Amer- 
ica, & movement in which Chicago men are 
acknowledged leaders. The Old World is still 
sleepily dreaming of its architectural past, and 
98 may prove a rude awakening into a present of 
new ideas, our ancient teacher may 
begin tolearn of us; we may convince her that 
our own age can be as cliaracteristicaliy ex- 
pressed in architecture as the bygone epochs. 
Europe will discover that American architecture 
is not imitative, not unpatriotic. If the Exposi- 
tion managers are awake to tnetr opportunity 
they may prove thatin the other arts also the 
Nation speaks with her own voice. They shoula 
call into service the best artistic talent 
in the country for the decoration of these 
buildings and for the erection of perma- 
nent monuments. American artists are 
rebuked for devoting their talents to foreign sub- 
jects. Hereis an unparalleled opportunity to 
lead them to explore the rich resources of Ameri- 
can history and legend and reveal their avail- 
ability as artistic motives, They have studied in 
the best schools. In technical proficiency it was 
demonstrated at the Paris Exposition that they 
stand second only to the Frenchmen. Let their 
country but ask great things of them and they 
will be equal to the demand. It they have 
hitherto devoted their attention chiefly to foreign 
subjects it is because our people have given 
credence to the silly heresy that the Old World is 
more picturesque than the new, and that art is in 
the thing seen instead ofin the eye that sees. 
Our people demand pretty pictures to frame and 
hang upon their walls and our artists supply 
them. Bust when & great public building 
is erected, the State does not, like France, sum- 
mon her best men to cover the broad surfaces of 
its halls with pictures emblemiatio of the past. 
The chances are that the walis are left bare and 
that thousands of dollars are wasted or stoien 
which might haye made the place beautiful and 
inspiring forever. Itis time for the Republic to 
cease to be satisfied with ugliness or with mere 
uninspired prettiness in art. She should enlarge 
her ambition and stimulate the high enthusiasm 
of her artists by setting up a goalso exalted 
that they will have to strain every nerve to win 


it. 


Chicagofhas accepted the enormous responsi- 
bility of a World's Fair. The country expects 
and resolves that it shall not be second in inter- 
est to the Paris. Exposition, and to fulfill this ex 
pectation she must make it beautiful. Itis the 
universal experience in great undertakings 
that the best service. is the least 
costly in the end. The inefficient 
labor of cheap men leads to a waste of 
material and time. It will be far cheaper to 
employ the best architects, sculptors, painters, 
and designers in the country for the construction 
and adornment of these buildings, thereby mak- 
ing them beautiful. than to waste millions in the 
erection of structures either ordinary or hid- 
eous. As the Fair will be a celebration of the 
discovery of America, artists should be ccmmis- 
sioned to make emblematic use of tne richly ro- 
mantic history of the three Americas in their 
elaboration of decorative designs. They would 
soon discover undreamed-of richés—a wealth of 
absolutely fresh material awaiting the vitalizing 
touch of art.

Few persons who were not in Paris last sum- 
mer can conceive how lavish was the ornamenta- 
tion of the Exposition buildings and grounds. 
While the cntic might point to many 
an architectural weakness, many ani er- 
ror of detail in line, grouping, or 
color, yet the general effect was as splendid as a 
royal pageant. The sunlight gleamed on domes 
of shining blue and roofs glowing with gold, on 
facades brilliant witha thousand colors, guard- 
ed by groups;ot colossal figures emblematic of 
humanity's achievements. Fountains sparkled 
in the gardens, and everywhere the place was 
populous with statuary, gay with color, magnifi- 
cent in all those elements of spectacular beauty 
appropriate to a joyous festival Permanency 
was not sought in all this brightness. Works 
destined to destruction at the close of the Ex- 
position were hastily executed, as far as possi- 
bie, in imitative materials, and a splendid tem- 
porary effect was gained. The interiors, iike the 
exveriors, were clad in gorgeous colors, the 
fresco work being usually strongly effective in 
design and color. On the frieze under the 
great Gome of the main building were de- 
picted in othat flat color which French 
decorators know so well how to use, the nations 
of the earth bringing their treasures to France; 
and in all the buildings their special uses were 
emblematically cxpressed in their decoration, 
No mere aggregation of bare shells were these 
structures, buta superb group, glowing with 
joyousness and gayety and life, a fit treasury for 
the offerings of the world. We must extend an 
equally generous hospitality to the nations 
whom we invite to commemorate the discovery 
of America; we must receive them into an abode 
equally imposing and brilliant. Thereis a task 
to inspire our greatest men, and only our great- 
est men are fit to cope with it,

The Treasury Department has been much

He tooka trip to Washington and 
succeeded in securing a ruling which amounts 
practically to a retraction of the decision of last 
month and a return to the position taken in 1887.

“risks’’—a small caddy is apt to be buried 
under his forest of ‘‘sticks,”’ required to get 
the ball outof such risks as a deep mud- 
hole, a quarry pit, aciump of brushwood, a 
wash-tub, a pile of stones, or any owner con- 
ceivable contrivance for producing profanity. 
An inflexible rule is that the ball snall not 
be touched with the hand at any period of 
the game. Hence the necessity for a variety 
of piaving clubs to provide against all possi- 
bie contingencies. 

A fully-equipped caddy would carry, there- 
fore: (1) Aplay club, with which most of the 
“driving” 1s done; (2) a sand-iron, a name 
which expiains itself; (3) a niblick or track- 
dron; (4) a cleek; (5) a putter, used for drop- 
ping the ballinto the hole after ft has ar- 
rived at the little putting-green; (6) «a 
driving-putter: (7) ng-spoon; (8) long- 
spoon; (9) mid-spoon; (10) short-spoon. 

In order to get ciose to Diana on the Heath 
and to remain there as much as possible dur- 
ing a long afternoon we younger boys used 
to squander as much iutellect, money, and 
diplomacy as, if judiciously employed in other 
directions, would by this time have settled 
the Eastern difficulty.

BISMARCKE’S ENORMOUS CAPACITY. 


Not in the Way of Statesmanship, bat fo 
Beer and Tobscco, 

New York Sun: In the course of a dinner 
party at his house in Naples receatiy Minis- 
ter Crispi gave his guests a-littie sketch of 
the first evening of his last visit in Fried- 
richsruhe. * At the beginuing of our con- 
versation,” he said, “ Bismarck had two im- 
mense mugs of beer brought to us. He took 
one of them, and shoved the other over to 
me. { remarked that I drank only water. He 
looked at me in silence, curiously, and al- 
most suspiciously for a minute, and then 
proceeded with the subject tinder discussion. 
The more interested he became in our con- 
versation the more frequently and copiously 
hedrank, After finishing his own mug he 
appropriated mine without a word and put 
down its contents in three or four tremen- 
dous draughts. Then he had 4 servant 
feteh and fill two enormous

The puplication of Crispi’s story by the 
German dailies has caused the appearance of 
a new crop of anecdotes concerning Bis- 
marck’s proverbial ablity to consume vast 
quantities of liquor and tobacco. Bismarck 
got his education in par and smoking 
when acorps student in ttiingen. ‘‘GdGt- 
tingen fashion”’ has always been his favorite 
phrase in describing any particularly artistic 
feat atthe punch bowl or beer keg. In re- 
ating how he once dedicated a new drink- 
ing cup for the cuirassiers at Bradenburg he 


“TI was to drink out of it first and then 
send it around. It held about a quart. 
held my breath, drank out the very last drop, 
and then set the cup downempty. They 
were greatly surprised, for they did not ex- 

t such feats from men of letters. But it 
Ses Géttingen fashion. 

* T remember, too,” said the Chancellor at 
another time, ** how at the Letzlingen hunt 
with Frederick William IV. a puzzle bottle 
was emptied by me ata draught. The bottie 
was made so that the drinker could not put 
1t to his mouth and yet was not allowed to 
spilla single drop. It contained almost a 
quart of very dry champagne. I emptied it 
without spilling a Grop on my white waist- 
coat. Every one stared when I said *an- 
otner.’ The King said, ‘No, you have had 
enough,’ and so I got no more.” 

While Bismarck was representing Prussia 
at the Frankfort Diet his ability to drink 
great quantities of wine without losing his 
nead contributed not a little to his diplomatic 
successes. Atthe dinners of the German 
and Austrian Ambassadors wine flowed like 
water, and every diplomat was obliged to 
swaliow an enormous quantity of it for the 
sake of his reputation as a Teuton and a 
representative of a Teutonic so ; 
“s They drank the weak-headed ones under the 
table,” Bismarck subsequently wrote, “ asked 
them all kinds of questions, and forced them 
to make all sorts of concessions which they 
were not authorized to m Then they 
made the poor fellows sign their names. The 
next day, when the weak-neaded ones got 
sober again, they could not imagine how their 
signatures had got on paper.” 

Curiousiy enough Bismarck is a rather 
poor friend of the great German national 
drink. “The prevailing use of beer,” he 
once said, “is deplorable. Beer drinking 
makes men stupid, lazy, and worthless. It is 
the cause of ali the democratic pot-house 
politics Lge hou over. Good corn brandy 
woulda tter. 

This saying of an old Prussian General is 
often quoted by Bismarck among his friends: 
‘‘ Red wine for children, champagne for men, 
schnapps for Generais.”’ 

Bismarck’s capacity for tobacco is fully as 
wonderful, though not so celebrated, as his 
capacity for wine, beer, and brandy. Ever 
since his university a he has been known 
asa“chain smoker” (kettenraucher)—that 
is, a smoker who connects his breakfast and 
his dinner with an endless chain of 
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versation that one finds it hard to avoid it. 
Personally, I feel somewhat condem for 
the jesting way in which I have spoken 
what seems to have had quite 
much the atmosphere of a religious 
function as it had of a dramatic en- 
tertainment. There is but one voice in re- 
gard to the earnestness, the grace, and the 
beauty of the performance; and it is spoken 
of with something approaching awe by those 
who saw it.
